“The two processes were tied to- 
gether, however, by provisions mak- 
ing the League of Nations the agent 
of the conquerors to see to the ex- 
ecution of the terms imposed upon 
the other defeated nations. Thus cer- 
tain powers were vested in the 
league, including neutrals, regarding 
the administration of occupied terri- 
tory, plebiscites, scrutiny of govern- 
ment under mandates. These func- 
tions plainly were to be in exercise of 
derivative, not original, authority. of 
the league, which became a mere 
agent of the belligerents for those 
purposes. Spain, Holland, Norway, 
for example, and any organization 
which represents them, can have no 
authority regarding a plebiscite in 
Silesia or the Government of Dan- 
zig, except within the limits of a spe- 
cific agency created by the nations 
which had a right won by conquest 
or created by treaty between such 
nations and Germany. 

Peculiarity of Treaty. 

“Another peculiarity of the treaty 


was that, although it contemplated 


the participating of all the belliger- 
ents, it was expressly made separable, 
by the provision that it should take 
effect when ratified by any three of 
the principal Powers. 

“Accordingly, when the other prin- 
cipal Powers ratified the treaty and 
the United States refused to do so, 
the terms of peace became binding 
between Germany and the ratifying 
Powers, although not between Ger-

International Conferences. 

“Most important for dealing with 
immediate danger to international 
peace is a system of international 
conferences upon questions of inter- 
national policy. This is 2. natural 
growth from experience. The Alge- 
ciras conference is a type. The con- 
ference in London which limited the 
effect of the Balkan wars is another. 
It-is the general belief that if Sir Ed- 
ward Grey had secured the confer- 
ence he sought in July, 1914, the war 
would have been averted. Whether 
it bé@ by dispelling misunderstand- 
ings, allaying fears, soothing frrita- 
tion, or by the repressive effect of 
general adverse opinion, a formal 
general conference of the principal 
nations ordinarily leads to a situa- 
tion in which it is extremely difficult 
for any nation to begin war. 

“The weakness of the practice has 
been in the fact that no one had 4 
right to insist upon a conference; no 
one was under. obligation to 
attend a conference. The stev 
in advance, plainly indicated 
as the natural development of this 
most useful practice into a system- 
atic institution, is to establish an 
administrative agoncy whose duty {f:

Reber said that 
the Kinloch company competes with 
the Bell at all places where it has ex- 
changes and connections, that it does 
both an intrastate and an interstate 
business and that between the St.

Many Independent Companies, 

It was developed at the hearing, 
in a general discussion of the téle- 
phone business, that the Bell Sys- 
tem (the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co.) is composed of 145 
subsidiary companies, operating 6000 
switchboards. The majority of its 
subscribers are in the 12 largest 
cities of the United States. There 
are 8000 independent companies, 
with 15,000 switchboards. F. B. Mc- 
Kinnon of Chicago, president of the 
Independent Telephone Association, 
characterized as “misguided” the 
impression that the Bell company 
really runs the whole telephone 
business of the country. The inde- 
pendent companfes, he said, are not

ed success of state control, however, 
there remained in 1915 nearly half

the new plan. The growing im- 
portance of the highways, due to the 
development of the motor vehicle, 
and the desire on the part of the 
Federal Government to hasten the 
adoption of scientific principles of 
construction, impelled action by the 
Congress, resulting in 1916 in the 
passage of the Federal aid road act. 
This act provides that each state, in 
order to share in the distribution 
of Federal funds, must have @ State 
Highway Department, adequate to 
take charge of the scientific con- 
struction of the roads, and that these 
departments must have direct super- 
vision over the construction on which 
Federal funds are expended. The 
act further provides that: the allot- 
ment of Federal funds shall be met 
in each state by the appropriation 
of*at least an equal amount of state 
money. 

“In the first year after approval 
of the Federal road act, more con- 
structive state highway legislation 
was placed upon the statute books 
than had ever before been enacted in 
a similar period. 

“The effect of the legislation in 
improving methods of highway ad- 
ministration is shown by the fact 
that in 1915, the year before the act 
was passed, only 30 per cent of the 
expenditures for roads and bridges 
in the United States was under the 
supervision of State Highway De- 
partments, while this year states will 
exercise control over three-quarters 
or more of the money expended. The 
stimulation of highway activities its 
illustrated by comparing the $622.- 
000,000 estimated to be available 
this year with the expenditure dur- 
ing 1915, which wag $267,000,000. 


Federal Aid Big Factor. 


“More than any other factor the 
Federal aid plan has been responsi- 
ble for the improvements in our 
highways and in our attitude toward 
them. As was to be expected, how- 
ever, the application of the legisla- 
tion has developed the need for cer- 
tain changes. The Federal] Aid Road 
Act in its present form defines the 
roads which may be improved under 
it as those roads which are now used 
to carry the United States mails or 
which may be so used. This definition 
opens the way for the application of 
Federal funds to practically all 
roads. Though the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture has from the outset laid 
down the general principle that the 
roads to be constructed In each State 
should be parts of a well-defined and 
limited ees a the State, he 


~~ 


state highway departments in rapid 
succession. ,State control with 


a fair degree of accuracy, it would 
be difficult to justify the expense of 
such an elaborate survey. 


“Logically it would seem that the 
selection of the roads should origi- 
nate with the counties, which would 
be called upon to select their road 
or roads of utmost.importance. Such 
roads, possibly with certain elimina- 
tions and corrections, could be wovén 
into a system * major importance 
to the State by #@ach of thé State Gov- 
ernments: And the Federal system 
would result from the co-ordination 
uf the several State systems by ine 
Federal agency. Even the roads of 
a Federal system will render their 
greatest service as avenues for local 
traffic, and it is therefore right and 
proper that their location should be 
such as to accommodate the needs of 
the localities traversed. 

“It does not follow, however, that 
because the local Government should 
have a voice in the selection of the 
roads it should also supply’ the 
money with which to meet Federal 
aid. «The raising of money for Fed- 
eral aid roads by counties or road 
districts, as now permitted, has 
never been entirely satisfactory. It 
is fundamentally wrong in principle, 
because the Federal aid roads are 
presumably roads of State impor- 
tance and should, therefore, be pald 
for by the State. The larwer cities 
are usually benefited by the entire 
mileage of such a system. They 
should, therefore, share in the cost of 
constructing the entire system. 


“If the money to meet Federal aid 
is raised in counties, the cities are 
only taxed for the parts of the sys- 
tem included in the counties in which 
they are situated.

This plan must inevitably 
result either in the impoverishment 
of the poorer counties or the con- 
struction of inadequate road sys- 
tems. The difficulties in which Ar- 
kansas now finds itself are the re- 
sult of such a system.

“We are your public servants; we 
are compelled to earn our lIiving 
and have ch6sen to do so by the 
profession of teaching. 

“We assure you that at no time 
have we taken or will we take any 
action to the injury of your interests 
in the schools. 

“We respectfully appeal to you to 
unite with us in urging your Board 
of Education to reinst 6 Miss Hesse 
at once.”’

R. Mae Gerber, Clara Belle Ort- 
mann, Rachelle B. Linton, Beulah N. 
Baker, Agnes C. Lally, Grace Mul- 
holland, Mary Moran and Ida Lee 
Sharpe. 

Miss Hesse was president of the 
St. Louis Grade Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. Her dismissal as a teacher 
made it impossible for her to. con- 
tinue to hold that office, but the 
association at a meeting Friday 
showed ifs esteem for heft by elect- 
ing her honorary presfdent.

“Let anyone take a file of this 
paper, or for that matter any one of | 
half a dozen other papers, and com-'| 
pare its whole makeup and leading | 
features today with what they were | 
five years ago, 10 years ago, 20) 
years ago, and he will realize | 
how large has been the growth, how 
considerable the achievement. And 
this. is what makes the work of a 
newspaper worthy and _ interestimg. 
It has so many sides, it touches life 
at sO many points, that at every one 
there is such possibility of improve- 
ment and excellence. 

“To the man, whatever his place 
on the paper, whether of the editori- 
al or business, or even what may be 
regarded as the mechanical side— 
this also vitally important in its place 
—nothing should satisfy short of the 
best, and the best must always seem 
a litttle ahead of the actual. It is 
here that ability counts, and that 
character counts, and it is on these 
that a newspaper, like every great 
undertaking, if it is to be worthy of 
its power and duty, must rely.” 

Letter From Gen. Smuts. 

The celebration number published 
a letter from Gen. Jan Christian 
Smuts, dated “Prime Minister’s Of- 
fice, Capetown.” After offering 
warmest personal congratulations,” 
the old Boer warrior said: 

' “The lesser patriotism is no 
longer enough. The great human 
ideals are not only the solvents of 
our domestic ills; they are the only 
bond that will hold the new world 
together. Freedom, equality and 
brotherhood, which were the catch- 
words of the French Revolution, 
have become the watchwords of the 
World Revolution. Without their 
saving salt our whole civilization is 
certain to perish. A future for our 
civilization is assured only on the 
basis of an association of the nations 
which will more and more put into 
practice those fundamental ethical 
ideals. The press is the new pulpit 
for the wider gospel of humanity.” 

The Guardian put out a fac-sim- 
ile of its first number, printed and 
published by J. Garnett, 29 Market 
street, dated May 5, 1821; price 7d 
(14 cents). As today, the advertise- 
ments are on the first page, and one 
of them proves that prohibitionists 
were abroad in the land even so 
long ago:

“A great danger of ffire in the 
downtown district is created by the 
careless habit the public has of 
throwing paper in the streets. The 
streets are cleaned at night and 
shopkeepers sweep the walks in the 
morning. he dirt and waste paper 
is swept into the gutter, where men 
throw lighted cigar and cigarette 
stubs and matches. This is likely to 
start fires and in the congested dis- 
trict, crowded with parked cars and 
traffic, fire could make great head- 
way in a short time. 

“The city provides recepticles for 


waste paper on every corner down- | 
town. Citizens should take pride in | 


the appearance of the city and use 


these receptacies. A municipality | 
can only be kept clean by the co- 
operation of the citizens and the city 
government.”

HOLY INNOCENTS PARISH 
FOUNDED 50 YEARS ACO 


Anniversary Will Be Celebrated 
Week of May 29—Reunion 
of Old Members Planned. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the 


founding of the Episcopal parish of 
Holy Innocents’ Church will be ob- 
served with a week of celebrations, 
beginning Sunday, May 29. The 
church is at Morganford road and 
Tholozan avenue, and services are 
still held in the same bui!lding where 
12 persons gathered on Eastcr in 
1871 to organize the parish The 
building had been uséd for 1: years 
previous to that time for union serv- 
ices of a number of denomiuations, 
but these services had been aban- 
doned.

The first rector of the church was 
the Rev. Dr. A. F. Samuels. who 
eerved the community in a triple va- 
pacity, as rector of the churc’:, phy- 


e" and teacher in a_ private 
school. In 1874 the Rev. 


Louis 

Schuyler was made rector. He was 
the son of the Rev. Méntgomery 
Schuyler, who for 42 years was rec- 
tor of Christ Church Cathedral and 
the first dean. The Rev. Louis 
Schuyler served at Holy Innocents 
until on account of ill health he was 
cbhliged to leave the parish, going 
East, but he was recalled to the St. 
Louis parish and served another 
year, leaving finally for Memphis, 
Tenn. He died there in 1878, a vic- 
tim of yellow fever, having devoted 
the last days of his life to working 
with people stricken in the epidemic. 
A memorial banner presented to 
the church in honor of Louis 
Schuyler in 1879 will be carried in 
the opening processional of the cele- 
bration next Sunday morning, at 
which Bishop Tuttle will make the 
address. Dean Davis of Christ 
Church Cathedral “will preach at the 
evening service. Monday, May 30, 
the Episcopal clerics will be enter- 
tained at luncheon and during the 
week there will be reunions of old 
members and church organizations, 
with the closing address on Sunday, 
June 5, given by Coadjutor Bishop 
Johnson.

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Chief William G. Panzer, with more 
scars than the majority of soldiers, 
says he “hasn’t kept any record” cf 
perscns taken from perilous places 
—Some of the incidents in a fire- 
man’s life which are funny (after- 
wards) and the strange things the 
department is askedtodo o:: :: 


HIS man doesn’t remember the names af 
ihe people whom he has.rescued from 
peril of their lives, nor even haw manv 
there were. Partly because there have 
been a good many incidents more or less 
alike, and partiv becavac the rescues 
have heen spread over a long period ef 
veurs. 

“Oh, I never kept any record of them.” suid Fire 
Chief Panzer, when asked to tell how manv versons 
he has rescued during his 28 years of service in the 
St. Louis Fire Department. “Just like sll other fire- 
men of long experfence, I have guided out or carried 
out a zood many, but sometimes I never heard thei: 
Mamnes and others I forgot.” 

Then the Chief mentioned an amusing incident which 
eccurred during the recent celebration at bis honie. 
2903 Victor street, when he was reinstated as head of 
the Fire Department recently, after teing cut just a 
few days. 

“Among the others who came to congratulate me,” 
said Panzer, ‘a woman stepped un to me and aaid: 

““You dont remember me, do you, Chief?’ 

‘Tt had to admit to her that ! did not. Then she 
said: 

“Wall, Chief I haven't forgotten the time when 
you took me out of a third-story window after the 
eyelone, 25 yeurs ago.” Then she told me her name. 
but things were coming 
too fast that dav, and 
the name has escaped 
me. ‘It wil! be embar- 
rassing if 1 meet- her 
again ; 

“The firemen not oniy 
have to make certain 
that evervY man, woman 
and child has been

“A dozen years or so ago, when there was a fire in 
& two-story building on Chestnut street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, a woman who had been taken 
out of the building became hysterical as soon as she 
reached the sidewalk. 

“ “My baby! Save my baby!’ she shrieked, and a husky 
fireman had all he could do to prevent her running 
up the stairs again, which were a mass of flame. I 
went up the ladder and searched carefully in every 
room, but couid not find anv baby. The woman mean- 
while was still shrieking down on the sidewalk, 

“Finally, in a dark corner. I did find a parrot in its 
cage, and carried the cage to the window. As soon as 
the woman saw the parrot she yelled, ‘That's my 
baby!’ and did not seem to mind the loss of all her 
other belongings as soon as’ I had climbed down 
again and hunded her the caze. 

“Firemen are careful to save the lives of all the 
animals in a burning building. Not only the horses. 
which almgst always have to be blindfoided before 
they can be led out and must be watched to prevent 
their guing back, but the dogs and cats are saved, tao 
There is always some fireman who says, ‘I'll take it 
home,’ if the owner canuot ve located.” 

While the Chief believes that occasioneliv a fire- 
man who “goes back to his post” after he has been 
“overcome by smoke” is just doing so to Win praise, yet 
he says emphatically that fn all his experience among 
St. Louis fire fighters he never wias seen a man exhibit 
cowardice In the face of danger. 

“T have more trouble Keeping them out of danger 
than in leading them into it,’ said the Chief.

“And perhaps the public does not 
realize that the firemen risk fife 
and limb every time they respond to 
an alarm. This is why firemen feei 
so bitterly about false alarms. These 
are quite different from: what we 
eall ‘unnecessary alarms, which are 
turned in by persons acting in good 
faith, but using poor judgment. 
Such would be the case of the wom- 
an who is roasting tie meat for sup- 
ver, forgets it while talking over the 
fence to a neighbor, then sees a 
cloud of smoke pouring from the 
door and window and summons the 
Fire Department. A truck dashes 
out to her house, the men rush into 
the kitchen and find—the charred 
rémains of the roast in the oven and 
nothing else amiss. 

“The sending in of a false alarm 
has justly been made a felonv, but 
convictions have been found diftfi- 
cuit to get, because usually the 
actual pulling of the hook is done 
by some person in a crowd, and it is 
generally impossible to prove which 
one.

The pilot pats the other on the back, and grimly 
shouts something like: “I'll send you lilies!"’ Thus en- 
couraged, his companion attempts to climb upon the 
gunwale. But he is too weak, and his garb is too 
heavy. So he lies down on the edge, painfully lifts his 
feet and rolls off into four miles of nothingness. 

For half a mile he drops ifke a plummet. It is his 
subconscious mind which impels him to jerk the trip 
cord releasing a parachute strapped to his breast. 
Afterwards he cannot recall having done so. There is 
a flutter and then a sharp report as the big umbrella 
of silk unfurls over his head. The headlong fall is 
checked. Heavier and balmier air restores bis senses. 
And, then, more than three miles aloft, the skyfarer 
coolly lights a cigarette—shielding the match so that 
it will not be extinguished by the upward rush of air— 
and with this solace drifts safely down to earth In 
the meantime, the pilot has promptly plunged into a 
nose dive, so as to reach as soon as possible the 
warmth and oxygen of lower levels. 

This is a typical incident of a new sort of race now 
on between aviators. They are not contesting in speed, 
distance, altitude or stunt flying. Yet this is one of 
the most thrilling duels of the sky. The struggle is to 
determine which paladin can achieve the loftiest para- 
chute leap from an airplane. 

During March Sergt. Ancel Chambers of Post Field, 
near Lawton, Ok., broke the world’s record with a 
parachute drop of 22,200 feet. He had scarcely fin- 
ished receiving congratulations, when Lieut. Arthur G. 
Hamilton, two weeks later, beat him by half a mile 
with a leap of 24,400 feet at Chanute Field, Rantoul, 
Ill. Now both aviators are making plans to establish 
records that will stand for a long time—a bagatelle like 
six miles, for instance. One or the other may have 
made the attempt before this is printed. 

The world’s aviation record for altitude is held by 
Maj. Rudolph Schroeder of Cook Field, Illinois, who, 
about a year ago, soared to a height of 37,000 feet, or 
virtually seven.miles. It would seem as feasible for a 
parachute jumper to “go oves the side” at seven 
miles as at three or four. But this is not the case. 
Schroeder himself lost consciousness and fell several 
miles before he could right his plane. 

There is a limit to the altitude at which a parachute 
jumper may fling himself into the void and count upon 
escaping with his life. This depends partly upon 
weather conditions, partly upon his own physical 
stamina. Even with oxygen respirators and electrical- 
ly heated clothes, there is a height at which he grows 
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numb with the cold of space, at which his faculties 
and strength are enervated. An almost irresistible 
impulse to sleep attacks him. If he passes the limit, 
he may find himself too enfeebled to make the effort of 
jumping overboard. Or, contriving to roll off the gun- 
wale, he may be too dazed to release his: parachute. 

The army jumpers are equipped with two large para- 
chutes, one strapped to the -breast and the other to 
the back. The former is made of 80 square yards of 
the higchest-grade Shantung silk, and is atteched to 
a harness about his st ‘:iders by means of +0 shroud 
iines, also of silk, with 250 pounds of tested strength. 
The jumper, by puiling the trip cord, releases a pilot 
parachute, which is about two feet in diameter, and 
Which serves to pull the big parachute from the 
pack. The second large parachute, on the back, is gen- 
erally released about a fourth of a mile from earth, 
and serves to break the force of the fall. The entire 
outfit weighs about 30 pounds. 

The main parachute is tested by releasing it, with a 
30)-pound Weight attached, from a plane traveling 150 
miles an hour. This “umbrella” has a vent in the 
apex which helps absorb the jar when it catches the 
wind, and saves the silk from being ripped to pieces. 
The successful jumper reaches the ground with about 
the force of a leap from a fence 10 feet high. 

When Sergt. Chambers ascended with Lieut. Paul T. 
Wagner for his jump of 22,200 feet, a blizzard was 
blowing. Despite the weather, thousands of persons 
were present. The two aviators donned most of the 
clothing available at their post, and were, in conse- 
quence, so unwieldy in bulk that they had to be lifted 
into their powerful De Haviland. They roared aloft in 
a great gale, which buffeted the ship about as Lieut. 
Wagner struggled for altitude. Chambers sat behind 
him in the cockpit. 

At 15,000 feet both men began suffering from cold 
and difficulty in breathing, but Wagner continued to 
coax the bus to higher and higher levels. But at 22,206 
feet, as registered by the altimeter, he realized that 
under the weather conditions he could not force the 
plane a foot higher. 

The cue now passed to Chambers. He attempted to 
place himself in a sitting position on the gunwale, with 
his feet hanging overboard, in readiness for the leap. 
His clothes, with their weight, and his weakened 
strength, caused him to fall back exhausted into the 
cockpit. But it was “now or never.” He lay down on 
the edge and let himself roll off into four miles of 
space with a few yards of silk to ward him from death. 


“! fell into a current in which |! 
drifted rapidly to the southeast. As the air got warm- 
er and heavier | recovered from the lassitude of the 
upper levels. I could see Lieut. Wagner following me 
down in his plane. 

“At a height of 1000 feet, many miles southeast of 
Post Field, I pulled the trip cord of the parachute on 
my back, to break the shock of landing. As I! hit the 
ground a gale was blowing from the north. I was too 
numb to free myself from the harness, and the wind, 
catching in the two parachutes, dragged me half a 
mile before I brought up in a clump of trees.” 

Lieut. Hamilton, who is 26 years old, enjoyed far 
more propitious weather conditions, which accounts 
for his beating Chambers’ record by 2200 feet. Hazsnil- 
ton, however, did fall asleep. 

“My pilot, Lieut. Waddington,” he relates, “had to 
awaken me from a doze. I put my feet over the side 
and eased off. I felt a few anxious seconds as | 
whizzed down. But soon the harness tightened about 
my shoulders and I knew the ‘chute’ had opened. 

“So I just lighted a cigarette and drifted. The up- 
rushing wind nearly blew out the match. After leav- 
ing the rarefied air of the clouds, | began taking iong 
breaths. About half-way down I began to wonder 
where I would land. An air current was bearing me 
to the north. I had time to observe the character of 
the ground spread out beneath me, and to compare 
it with Florida, where | was formerly stationed. In 
Florida, the land is mostiy waste; in Illinois it seemed 
to be rich and cultivated. 

‘‘As I neared the earth, I prepared to make a ‘base- 
ball-slide’ landing which was taught to me by Lieut. 
Schumacher, a former pal. It is like sliding into a 
base, and aimost as easy. It keeps vou from hitting the 
ground too hard. I came down as if I had jumped 
from the second story of my home in Sikeston.” 

Hamilton's pilot had in the meantime alighted at 
Chanute Field, boarded another plane and set off in 
search of his companion. He was almost at_the scene 
before Hamilton landed, eight miles north of Ran- 
toul. Together they flew back to the field. The para- 
chute drop consumed about 22 minutes. The upward 
climb in the plane required an hour and 26 minutes. 

Lieut. Hamilton has been a stunt flyer in the army 
for six years. During the war he was transferred from 
field to field as an instructor, and did not see service 
abroad. He believes that 32,000 feet is about the limit 
for a parachute jumper, and declares that he will try 
for that figure. Sergt. Chambers calculates that the 
maximuro is about 30,000 feet.

Last of all was the clock before which Gaby used to 
stand on tivtoe for minutes acd minutes, siaring at 
brazen dial and as*ing childish questions, which its 
steady ticking always answerea ito her complete sat- 
iafaction. sce she affirmed. It is a seventeenth century 
water clock, the pointer pivoted with a chain and a 
fioat. On the waste container are inscribed the fol-

This ends the story of Gaby. Her jewels were sold 
and the money given to the poor of her native town 
in France: her beautiful clothes brought a pittance, 
and now her iittle house and its queer outlandish 
furniture have been turned into money, too, and the 
bezgars of Marseilles will mumbie an Ave to ber Ma-

Another new device perfected at Edgewood Arsenal, 
the report reveals, is the so-called “toxic candle." 
Juring the war gas was taken to the hattle line iu 
metal cylinders, With the poisonous candle, it may 
be traneported in the immensely snraller bulk of a 
solid, which may be volatized by lighting a fuse. The 
candivw may be carried in a hoider like an old-fashioned 
lantern. It is safe and fool-pruof. It muy be crushed 
or punccured by bullets, without harms tu the person 
carrving it. But when the fuse is lighted and the wind 
is in the right direction, it has @ deadly effect upon 
the enemy. 

The Chemnical Warfare Service is also at work on a 
new substance much roore puwerful than chior-aceto- 
pnenene, the familiar lachryma! gus cf the war, near- 
ness to the mere cdge of the smoke of which causes 
blindness from excessive tears. Lewisite. a new gas 
diseovered by Prof. Lewis of Northwestern University, 
resembies taustard ges, but burns even more fright- 
fully and volatizee more quickiy. 

OGtber gases alrendy deve'oped by the War are mus- 
turd gas, which biurns any soft tissue, and breathing 
which is like breathing flames: dyphena!-chlorasine, 
which produces effects like pneumonia: phosgene, a 
tiquid whick volatizes quickly and severely irritates the 
lungs, also causing the effects of pneumonia; and brom- 
benzyi-cyanide, another form of tear gas. 

“What we are after,” says Gen. Fries, “is a cas that 
will he colorless, tasteiess and odorless, and which will 
Kili Instantiy whole masses of Men without the siightest 
Warning of its coming. If that gas is found, and | 
‘believe we shal! find it, it is impossible to see how 
an army could stand against it.” 

This, he continues, is but the logical develcoment of

“If three drops of this new gas be absorhed into the 
skin,” declares Gen. Fries, “it will cause death in most 
cases. Lesser quantities down to a tenth of a drop 
will put every man touched in the hospital. The gas 
can be sprinkled from airplanes in practically unlimit- 
ed guantities. Entire fields, farcst, camps, railroad 
centers and cities may be de'uged with this Dew of 

‘ Death."’ 

But, you may protest, methoda so hideous will be 

banished from war by agreement between civilized ve 
. nations. 

“Chemical warfare,” replies Gen. Fries, “numbering 
its victims by the tens of thousands, is 560 powerful a 
force that no nation can dare trust any other naticn 
not to use it. No military comnmander will dare over- 
jook it, whether for offense: or defense. History proves 
that no powerful method of making war bas ever been 
abandoned until a still more powerful method was ce- 
vised. 

“it may be argued that we have agreements which 
have been kept such as not to use poison billets or 
not to poison wells. Such agreements have been itept 
for one reuson, and for one reason only: The methods 
are inefficient. The poisoning of wells is a species 
of guerilia warfare comparable with stabbing a man iu by 
the back. It gets only an occasional casualty. ine: Wi eho 

“And why shouldn't we use poison gas’? It is just ; 
as sportsmanlike to fight with gas as with rifles or 
swords. It requires the highest intelligence and the 
keenest minds to use it successfully.

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inan'’s ingenuity under the stress of war. formerly 
wars were Won by the side having the greatest amount 
of brawn. David slaying Coliath, the stamveding of 
Hunnibal’s elephants with flaming arrows dipped in 
tar, the ronting of the steel- lad medieval knight by 
the introduction of gunpowder---these were steps in 
the employment of science in conflict. 

“The first vse of gax in the worid war,’ Gen. Fries 
asserts, “would probably have ended the conflict 
in 1915 if the Germans had taken advantage of the sit- 
uation their gas attack created.” 

The Germans, luctiiv, did not follow up with their 
customary energy the success of the first poison waves 
at Ypres. Their chemical chell program wes for 25 per 
cent of their artillery ammunition. During tht entire 
time that the American trcops were in action, it is 
doubiful whether the chemical shell-firing of the enemy 
ever exceeded 15 per cent. 

In the battle of the Mense-Argonne, the Germans 


‘ used a relatively small proportion ef gas. Their avail- 


able eupply had been dissipated in other sectors. But, 
with poor efficiency and dwindling stores, it must 
not be forgotten that German poison gas struck out 
of the battle line one out of every three Americans 
who went to hospital. 

The Chemical Warfare Service also has great and 


valuable uses in peace, sevs Gen. Fries. “We are 
working with the farmer and fruit grower,” he re- 
veals, “as well as with the army and navy. We are 


preparing plans and methods of eradicating plagues 
by destroving rats and other carriers. We are look- 
ing for a method to attack the boll weevil. We are 
experimenting with gases to kili the insect pests of 
fruit trees and to attack locusts in the Philippines. 
Many of our discoveries will aid agriculture.” 

But the pressing need of development is for war 
purposes, says Gen. Fries, who concludes: 

‘hemica!l warfare is a terrible thing, but ft is here, 
and here to stay. The day may come when the preser- 
vation of American liberties will depend upon it.”
